SCHOOL REPORT. 


An attempt has been made to grade the schools during the past year. 
In this work we feel that we have been-more successful, especially in 
the No. 1 school, than we had hoped for in so short a time. The 
children are now practically doing the same work that children of 
the same grade in larger places are doing. Frequent written exam- 
inations have been given to test the thoroughness of the work. Those 
who do not reach a certain standard will be required to go over the 
year’s work again before being allowed to advance into the next 
grade. Having passed through the ninth grade a student should be 
able without any trouble to pass the admittance examinations to any 
high school or academy. One drawback to the successful grading 
of the schools lies in the irregular attendance during the winter term. 
The school board are allowed by the state laws to expend only one- 
fifth of the amount appropriated for school purposes for conveying 
pupils. When this has to be divided among the pupils of three dis- 
tricts, as in this town, it makes it impossible to have them carried for 
‘the three terms. Each child in town should have the advantage of 
the same number of weeks of school. ;
